Mo., April 6.—A few 
words in memory of the murdered 
Jeu Hon Yee, the Chinese merchant 
who was killed by his wife Wednes­ 
day night, were spoken in the pulpit 
of Union Methodist Episcopal church, 
of which Jeu Hon Yee was a member, 
yesterday morning 
by 
the 
pastor, 
Rev. Dr. Grant A. Robbins, formerly 
pastor of the First Methodist Episco­ 
pal church of Sedalia. 
• “As Mr. Jeu was a member of this 
church for thirty-three years,” said 
the pastor, “and 
was 
known 
and 
loved bv the membership, it saddens 
me to announce that for the first 
Sunday morning since I have been 
here, he is not present. 
“I would be untrue to myself if I 
did not say a word of appreciation 
concerning him. 
I had every confi­ 
dence in him, as I am sure every 
member of this church had. 
As his 
name has been assailed 
since 
his 
death, I feel it the duty of the people 
where occasion offers, 
to 
express 
themselves concerning 
their 
confi­ 
dence in him.” 
Dr. Robbias said that the thirty 
Chinese members of Union church 
were all brought in by Jeu, as well as 
a great many Chinese Christians now 
in various parts of the country. 
There was a buzz of comment after 
the sermon, all indicating that among 
the Chinese people in St. Louis Jeu 
was held in high esteem. It was Ii*- 
timated by several white women that 
the lonely Chinese wife was mentally 
irresponsible. 
As rather a carious 
evidence, one of the women members 
recalled the fact that Mrs. Jeu, on a 
certain social occasion at the church, 
had been radiantly attired in a costly 
bright blue brocaded satin gown. 
A Chinese who ranks high among 
the membership of his countrymen in 
Union church was scathing in his crit­ 
icism of the murder. 
He referred to the method of hand­ 
ing murderers in China, by tearing 
them apart, but a murmur of protest 
arose from his awe-stricken listeners, 
who exclaimed, “Oh, surely not now, 
under the republic.”

He suggested, also, that the coun­ 
cil appoint a committee to map out 
an ideal street milway system and 
suggest how it

Daniels has signed an order which 
absolutely prohibits the use or in­ 
troduction of alcoholic 
liquor upon 
any vessel of the navy, or within the 
confines of any navy yard or shore 
station. This order will be issued to 
the service at once ;*nd will become 
effective on July I, 1914. 
Bes'des abolishing what is known 
as the officers1 wine mess on board 
ship and the sale of liquor 
at the 
numerous officers’ clubs 
on 
shore, 
Mr. Daniels’ order is so sweeping as 
:pru<Jtically to enforce total abstin­ 
ence upon naval officers for extended 
periods. 
It will henceforth be a violation of 
this order for any officer or guest 
upon any naval vessel to have in his 
possession any alcoholic liquor. 
Of­ 
ficers living on shore will be prohib­ 
ited from having any liquor in their 
private homes, if their duties require 
their residence on naval reservations. 
Wives of officers so situated will 
be prohibited from serving punches 
or any other form of liquor at their 
social functions. 
Commanding 
of­ 
ficers are by the terms of the order 
made personally responsible for its 
enforcement, and it is Secretary Dan­ 
iel’s determination that it shall be 
rigidly observed. 
Daniels, it is known, has had this 
order under favorable 
consideration 
for a long time, ever since, in fact, 
he first discovered that officers on 
board ship conducted what is known 
as a wine mess, from 
which they 
were permitted 
to 
purchase 
light 
wines and beers whenever they de­ 
sired. 
Like Secretary of State Bryan, of 
whom he is perhaps the greatest dis­ 
ciple in the cabinet, Daniels has been 
found to have most positive views of 
the subject and officers aware of his 
inclinations have been 
fearful 
lest 
such an order be issued.

St. Louis, Mo., April 6.—The state

commission 
recommends 
that 
ponds of one acre in size, larger pre­ 
ferred and better, be built where a 
permanent water supply is available. 
Ponds should be free from danger 
of flood or freshet; 
depth 
should 
rauge to six feet or more. 
When dams are built there should 
be a 6 to 8-inch concrete wall, rein­ 
forced back and front with dirt, with 
valve for draining aud screened pipe 
for overflow. 
The object is to raise native fishes, 
Such as bass, crappie, sun perch and 
catfish. 
A supply of fish may be produced 
both for home consumption and com­ 
mercial use. 
A permanent pond in time of drouth 
will be distinctly useful in maintain­ 
ing a supply of water for other pur­ 
poses. 
The state legislature has hereto­ 
fore made biennial appropriation of 
funds to cover the expense of provid­ 
ing young fishes free of charge to its 
citizens.

the office of the commission, at First 
and Wright streets, St. Louis. 
The endorsement of your district 
state senator or member of legisla­ 
ture is requested on applications to 
impress the need of supporting the 
commission’s work.

BUCKWHEAT AS WINTER FEED 
KEEP TANKS FROM FREEZING 


Grain Is Both Stimulating and Heat­ 
ing, But Should Be Fed in. Mod* 
eration— Rich in Protein. 


Good Sized Copper Bucket, Inverted, 
Allowing A ir to Remain, W ill 
Prevent All Trouble. 
(B y M. K. BOYER.) 
Buckwheat is both stimulating and 
heating, which renders it an excel­ 
lent grain for winter feeding; but. 
being of a fattening nature, it should 
be fed in moderation. 
1 It contains more protein (egg-pro­ 
ducing material) than does corn, but 
the percentage of digestible matter is 
not so great, buckwheat having about 
62 per cent, and corn 81 per cent. 
Buckwheat contains 7.8 per cent, of 
protein and 54.8 per cent, of carbo­ 
hydrates and fat, having a nutritive 
ratio of 1.7; and corn, 6.3 per cent of 
protein and 75 per cent, of carbohy­ 
drates and fat, and has a nutritive 
ratio of 1.12. 
This proves that buckwheat is a 
slightly better egg 
producer 
than 
corn, being more evenly balanced, but 
it must be fed in larger quantities to 
gain that effect.

a resolution requesting the president 
of the United States to discontinue 
the custom of attending Thanksgiv­ 
ing mass in the Roman Catholic Ca­ 
thedral in Washington. 
The motion to table was carried by 
a vote of 80 to 73. 
The resolution 
said; 
“Inasmuch as that service has been 
widely construed at home and abroad 
as the official thanksgiving service 
of the United States, we, the mem­ 
bers of tho New York conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal church, most 
respectfully suggest to the president 
the propriety of discontinuing the 
practice.” 
The 
resolution 
provided 
that 
a 
copy should be sent to the senior 
Methodist bishop in Washington, with 
the request that he lay it before the 
president. 
Dr. Thomas S. Bond, the author of 
the resolution, and several support­ 
ers, including Dr. Wallace McMullen, 
assistant professor in Drew- Theologi­ 
cal seminary, and Christian Resiner, 
said that no one took exception to 
the president attending any church 
j he chose as an individual, but when 
he attended the Catholic church with 
his official family the event could not 
help assuming an official significance. 
.It was their opinion that President 
Wilson was inconsistent in issuing a 
proclamation urging the people of 
the 
United 
States to assemble at 
their own churches on Thanksgiving 
day and then attending 
himself 
a 
church to which he did Bot belong. 
Those in favor of the resolution 
thought the cabinet should divide up 
and visit the churches. 
The resolu­ 
tion was opposed chiefly by Dr. P. 
M. Walters and George E. Heckman. 
editor of Tim Christian Advocate. 
The latter protected that President 
Wilson’s attendance a t the cathedral 
was 
merely 
a traditional practice, 
followed 
by 
McKinley, 
Taft 
and 
Roosevelt.
